REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) dated February 17, 2009, was 
issued for the above Application. 

During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1 . Identification of claims discussed: Claims 1 and 7-11. 

2. Identification of art discussed: Shima (US Publication #20020036665) and Akabane 
(US Publication #20020051 139). 

3. Identification of principal arguments: For claim 1 , the claimed relationship of page, 
page frame, and imaginary frame on a whole of paper compared to that shown and described by 
Shima and most particularly Fig 9 of Shima. Also discussed, with regard to claim 1 , was the 



claimed interruption feature compared to the user input of Shima shown on Fig 6 as S2 and S3. 
Finally, the generation of registration marks in claim 1 1 compared to the registration marks of 
Akabane (e.g., Fig 8, paras 24, 62) was also discussed. 

4. Amendments discussed: Amending the claims to incorporate multiple pages on a 
single sheet of paper was discussed. Also discussed was amending the claims to incorporate 
multiple pages of differing size on a single sheet of paper. 

5. Results of Interview: Mutual agreement was not reached on the currently claimed 
features and their relationship to the references.
